And certainly, if the Government was 
equally {eatible of the Bemefit pt thefe Spe- 
€lacles, which the French are bringing us 
atthis Time; they would make an A@ for 
jhe Importation of them, or order no 
Fleet to give them oo Moleftation iar 
the leaft, buclet them pafs on ta Scordand, 
where no doubr they ftand in need of French 
SpeFacles vo reconcile them to the Union.
